Of Controversial TFX Warplanes 
Senate Checks Law Firm 
That Awarded Contracts 


Progress Alliance

WASHINGTON (AP)—The Sen­ 
ate Investigations subcommittee 
is checking tile relations of Un­ 
dersecretary of Defense Roswell 
L. Gdpatric’s former law firm 
with General 
Dynamics Corp., 
which was awarded the controver­ 
sial TFX warplane contract. 
Sen. Karl Mundt, RlS.D., dis­ 
closing a check is under way af 
past business and professional af­ 
filiations af everyone who partic­ 
ipated in the contract award, said 
Wednesday 
both 
Gilpatric and 
Secretary af the Navy Fred Forth 
will be summoned for questioning. 
WW Not Be Questioned 
But he told reporters that GL1- 
patnc, who will appear Thursday, 
will not be questioned on "this 
possible conflict of interest.” but 
on an anonymous Pentagon state­ 
ment released over the week­ 
end criticizing the committee. 
No date has been announced for 
Korth's appearance, but Mundt 
told reporters: 
“I didn't know 
when we started this (investiga­ 
tion). that lie was so highly in­ 
fluential a citizen of Fort Worth.

Eventually, 1,700 planes are to 
be built for an estimated $6.5 bul­ 
lion. 
Before Mundt made his com­ 
ments other sources liad disclosed 
the subcommittee wanted to de­ 
termine whether Gilpatric had 
any major role in awarding the 
contract to General 
Dynamics, 
and what work the New York 
law firm of Cravath, Swaine & 
Moore had done for General Dy­ 
namics. 
Gilpatric. who spent 20 years 
with the firm, severed his connec­ 
tions with it to become deputy 
secretary of defense in 1961. 
Maurice T. Moore, a member 
of the firm s board, said in New 
York on Wednesday that it hod 
done work for both Boeing and 
General Dynamics, but not on 
defense 
matters. 
Gilpatric, 
he 
said, was involved in some of this 
work. 


With Dangerous Side Effects 
FDA Drug Expert 
Overruled On Sales 


WASHINGTON (A P)-T he Food 
and Drug Administration has per­ 
mitted sale of new drugs "immi­ 
nently hazardous to die public 
health” and left them on the mar­ 
ket months after they showed 
signs of dangerous side effects, an 
FDA medical officer said Wednes­ 
day. 
In doing this, Dr. Jolin O. Neslor 
said, his superiors overruled ex­ 
pert medical opinion.

DeGaulle Pushes For 


Independent N-Power

Washington, March 21 — Pres­ 
ident de Gaulle is f o r c e fully 
demonstrating he mean* b u s i ­ 
ness in making France an inde­ 
pendent nuclear striking power. 
U.S. Naval authorities h a v e 
learned that De Gaulle, c o m ­ 
pletely ignoring President Ken­ 
nedy’s strenuous efforts to cre­ 
ate a multilateral nuclear force, 
has ordered that construction of 
France’s first atomic-p o wered, 
missile-fitring submarine 
g e t 
underway by this fall — approxi­ 
mately one year ahead of sched­ 
ule. 
Also that two more of these 
submarines be built; one to be 
laid down in 1964, the other in 
1965. All three are to be opera­ 
tional by 1968 — two years in 
advance of original plans. 
They will be armed with the 
SA-2, a Polaris-type m i s s i l e 
with a range of 2,000 m i l e s . 
Topaze, a prototype of the solid- 
fuel SA-2, was successfully test­ 


ed in the Sahara last month. On 
the basis af these trials, some 
French missile experts are op­ 
timistically claiming tile SA-2 
will be operational by 1966. 
U.S. experts discount this. The 
Polaris now has a range of 1,500 
miles. An improved v e r s i o n 
with a range of 2,400 miles is 
undergoing tests. 
The French subs will be 130 
m eters long and weigh 
7,000 
•tons — about the same size as 
the George Washington, t h i s 
country’s largest Polaris s u b ­ 
marine. 
In two important respects the 
French craft will be superior to 
-the Washington. They are to op­ 
erate at 20 to 25 knots at a 
depth of 300 meters. That is be­ 
yond the capability of the Wash­ 
ington. 
If the French subs can do 
this, they will be difficult to de­ 
tect with existing devices.

Many of ti* have been awak­ 
ened at one time or another from 
a deep, comfortable sleep by a 
sudden painful cram p in the 
muscles of the leg. If you have, 
then you know how distressing, 
even terrifying, these spasms 
can he. Although they may last 
for only a few minutes, when 
they recur frequently they are 
a source of great anxiety. 
Painfully annoying, too, are 
the cram ps that occur while you 
are awmke. The Charley Horse, 
which plagues athlete's, falls into 
this last category. 
Cramps are caused by a nar­ 
rowing or spasm of the arteries 
that bring nourishing blood and 
oxygen to the muscles of the 
legs. These causes are many and 
varied. 
A Major Causa 
In the elderly, arteriosclerosis 
Is one of the major causes that 
im pair the normal rapid flow of 
blood. 
Another condition, a rather pe­ 
culiar one, occurs in people 
whose parents come from mid- 
European countries It Is called 
"B uerger’s Disease," named af­ 
ter the man who first described 
it. 
This is a condition associated 
with a marked sensitivity to to­ 
bacco. 
Simple Cause* 
There are many simple causes 
of leg cramps, too. Bed sheets 
too tightly bound down, tight 
garters that restrict the circu­ 
lation of blood, even improperly- 
fitting shoes may be responsible 
for leg cramps. 
In 
most 
instance*, 
night 
cram ps are more uncomfortable 
than serious. However, if they 
persist, the exact cause should 
be determined and removed. 


These leg cramps cry for atten­ 
tion and refuse to be neglected. 
Every conceivable suggestion 
has been made by solicitous 
members of the family when a 
painful

Recently, 
quinine prescribed In special 
doses by doctors and taken at 
bedtime seems to prevent these 
recurrent spasms. 
All leg cramps deserve atten­ 
tion. Drugs and controlled exer­ 
cise can diminish the frequency 
and severity of the cramps. Most 
important, anxiety can be re­ 
lieved by the reassurance that 
comes with a thorough medical 
check-up.

Green Thumb 
Spring Gardening Tips 


By George Abraham 
PORTABLE GREENHOUSE: 
The electric miniature g r e e n - 
houses which have appeared on 
the market are a real boon to busy 
gardeners ii the gadgets are used 
properly. 
I’ve received complaints f r o m 
amateur gardeners who tell us 
their seeds do well inside the plas­ 
tic greenhouses but die seedings 
die off. I think the trouble here 
lies in failing to ventilate, or im­ 
proper watering. 
If you’re in doubt as to proper 
watering time, allow the seedlings 
to wilt slightly, then water. This 
is safer than overwatering. 
In 
other words, the surface of the 
soil can be dry to the touch before 
watering the seedlings. 
After the seedlings are about an 
Inch or so tall, they 
may 
be 
transplanted Into clay or p e a t 
pots, and then set into ooldframes 
where they harden or "toughen” 


Hardening” young plants in a 
ealdframe slows down growth and 
conditions the plants for the out­ 
door planting. 
WATER SOFTENERS: Are wa­ 
ter softeners harmful

Recently we conducted

PRUNING APPLE TREES: An 
apple tree that's full of e x t r a 
wood, water sprouts and branches 
will produce smaller, poorly col­ 
ored apples. 
For the home gardener there’s 
no great secret to know a b o u t 
pruning. Bearing trees a h o u I d 
have dead and broken limbs cut 
off flush, without leaving stubs. 
Diseased limbs, low hanging 
types that catch your head or 
town mower should be removed, 
and you rivxid also cut out the 
water sprouts ("suckers”) which 
came from the trunk and main 
Brafca.

fore selecting your evergreens. 
Like people, they come in differ­ 
ent shapes. 
For example, there’s a lo w 
growing form ideal for slopes and 
banks or for ground cover. For 
example, andorra juniper. 
Also 
remember the spreading types for 
foundation planting and u n d e r 
windows. These grow out instead 
of up. If you want upright types 
between windows and at the ends 
af the house, use the upright yews. 
Your nurseryman will point out 
these various types, so be sure to 
approach him with a sketch of 
your home or area to be l a n d ­ 
scaped. Thousands of dollars are 
spent on shrubs planted in t h e 
wrong place. 
Be sure to tell him if the area 
is sunny or shady. 
You cannot 
grow sun-loving shrubs in the 
shade. It's money wasted. 
ROSEMA AGAIN: 
Don’t go 
overboard an the new Robinia 
ads. The firm which sells them I 
does not identify the tree as black 
locust, thorn locust or Yellow lo­ 
cust, generally considered w e e d 
trees by arborists. 
This item is susceptible to 
I 
borers, leaf miners, has thorns 
and a bad habit af suckering. 
When you select a shade tree you 
want it to last a lifetime, so take 
care when you’re ready for the 
job af planting one. 
ROSEMA!. LOWS: 
This 
hardy 
Hibiscus is handsome and makes 
a fine flowering plant in that dry 
spot between the house and a side­ 
walk. The top dies back in winter 
and riiouid be cut back in spring 
so new growth can start from the 
base. 
If you saved seed from y o u r 
plant, ar your neighbors, sow now 
in a sand peat mixture and they’ll 
be ready to set outdoors within 
a couple of months. It’ll t a k e 
about three years before plants 
will bloom, but the wait is worth 
it.

Q. Recently I redeemed some 
mutual fund shares I owned 
for cash. The 
fund 
insist­ 
ed that I sign the certificate for 
the share* I redeemed, and that 
my signature be "guaranteed.” 
Why? Also, isn’t it s o rn e what 
dangerous to send a certificate 
endorsed with my a l g nature 
through the mall? 
A. Any certificate registered in 
your name must be endorsed in 
exactly tile same way that your 
name appears on the front of the 
certificate before you can sell (in 
the case af most stocks) or re­ 
deem (in tile case of mutual fund 
shares) the shares represented by 
that certificate. 
You can do that by signing in 
the place indicated cm the back of 
the certificate. Or you can leave 
that blank and sign a " s t o c k 
power” — a separate form author­ 
izing the sale or redemption. 
There is always some remote 
possibility that the c e r t i 11 cate 
might be lost or stolen In the mail. 
That is why you should a l w a y s 
send your certificates by regis­ 
tered mail. If you have signed a 
separate stock power, you c a n 
give yourself added protection by 
sending the unsigned certificate in 
one letter and the signed s t o c k 
power in a separate letter. 


Most people wiio redeem mutual 
fund shares have all the details 
handled tor them by the broker, 
dealer or sales o r g a n i z a tion 
through which they purchased the 
shares in the first place. Frankly, 
that’s tho easy way to redeem 
mutual fund si vires — with a mini­ 
mum of red tape. 
However, jeu can do it your­ 
self. In that case jeu must pre­ 
sent the certificate tor the shares 
you wish to redeem tor cash to 
either the mutual fund or its trans­ 
fer agent. 
No matter what method y o u 
use. your signature must be guar­ 
anteed — either by a brokerage 
firm (or some similar organiza­ 
tion) or a commercial bank. 
The guarantee involved here is I 


that jeu are actually the person in 
whose name the mutual 
f u n d 
shares are registered. The outfit 
that guarantees your signature 
guarantees that jeu are that per­ 
son. This provides protection tor 
the mutual fund and for jeu and 
all other owner* of the f u n d ' s 
shares. 


Q. I own some stock In a Ca­ 
nadian company. In January I 
received rn dividend check and 
with It a statement that a IS 
percent Canadian Income t a x 
had been withheld. I deposited 
the cheek at my bank and was 
promptly charged an additional 
J percent for "Canadian 
ex­ 
change." Is this correct or am 
I being taken? 


A. It’s correct. The Canadian 
Government levies a 15 percent 
withholding tax on dividends paid 
by Canadian corporations to non­ 
residents of Canada. However, you 
can claim the amount of that tax 
aa a credit when you file your 
U.S. Federal income tax return. 
And the Canadian dollar is now’ 
at a "discount” of just about TH 
percent in relation to the Ameri­ 
can dollar, in "foreign exchange” 
transactions. In other words, one 
Canadian dollar is worth about 
92H cents in U.S. money. 
So, if you deposit a check for 
5100, in Canadian currency, in a 
U.S. bank, your account will be 
credited tor about $92.5 in U.S. 
currency. 
Many banks would charge you 
an additional fee tor handling for­ 
eign currency. If your bank only 
passed on to you the current dis­ 
count of about 7% percent, you 
SCS att easy.
